THE SITUATION. 
OSMAN PASHA. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

Loxpon, Dec. 14—4 a. m.— Accounts agree 
that Osman Pasha’s army did not reach 
30,000 men, and probably did not much ex- 
ceed 25,000. Osman Pasha will arrive in 
Bucharest to-day. About the lst of Decem- 
ber it was stated that he had sent informa- 
tion to Constantinople of his ability to hold 
out indefinitely. 

THE REVERSE WAS TRUE. 

His communication was a severe arraign- 
ment of the Turkish Administration for in- 
capacity and intrigue, as he wished to 
retreat to Orkinhieh before Plevna was 
entirely invested, thus uniting with Me- 
hemet Ali’s army and saving his own. 
He refused further obedience to 
the Constantinople Government, but said he 
should hold out till the last for the sake of 
his own reputation. The bulk of the Rus- 
sian troops at Plevna will go to reinforce the 
Ozarowiteh, though possibly he may not 
need them. Particulars of 

THE BATTLE ON THE RIVER LOM : 
cannot be learned to-night, but it was a 
serious affair. At Bucharest it was reported 
that Elena has been recaptared with 12,000 
Turkish prisoners. 

ENGLAND. 

Important orders were dispatched to the 
British fleet at Besika Bay at the close of the 
Cabinet meeting yesterday, and the war- 
steamer Rupert has left Constantinople 
in haste to convey them to the 
Admiral. Another Cabinet Council will be 
held to-morrow, at which every member of 
the Cabinet will be present, a special Queen's 
messenger having been sent to each Minis- 
ter. It-would seem impossible that England 
should take any warlike steps, yet there is a 
widespread feeling that some sudden action 
may octur to hurry her mto a position 
equivalent to belligerency. Probably to- 
morrow will decide. 


AT THE OPENING OF THE TURKISH 
MENT 


no mention was made by the Sultan of the 
recent defeats, or of any projects for peace, 
but rather a determination to continue fight- 
ing indefinitely.

WAR NOTES. 
LOSSES AT PLEVNA. 

HKucuaRrzEst, Dec. 13.— According to official 
returns the Russian losses in the fighting pre- 
ceding the surrender of Plevua were ten offi- 
cers and 182 men killed, and forty-five officers and 
1,207 men wounded. The Turks lost 4,000 killed 
and wounded, and the prisoners taken include 
ten Pashas, 128 staff officers, 2,000 officers, 30,000 
infantry, and 1,200 cavalry. Seven-seven can- 
non were also captured. The first batch of 
prisoners, numbering 10,000, have already start- 
ed for Bucharest. 

! THE REPORTED BATTLE. 

Loxpox, Dec. 13.—A dispatch from Bucharest, 
referring to the fight near Metchka, reports that 
thirty tabors of Turks attacked Metchka on the 
11th inst., but were brilliantly repulsed by forces 
under Viadimer and the Czarowitch. 

ANOTHER BATTLE. 

Loxpon, Dec. 13.—A Bucharest correspond- 
ent telegraphs that a report is current here 
that the Russians gained a great victory near 
Elena, taking 12,000 prisoners. 

REPORTED BATTLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 13.—A report pre 
vailed last night that a great battle had been 
fought between Metchka and Rustcbux—resuit 
unknown. Official reports from ‘Turkish head- 
quarters only mention an affair with six Russian 
battalions.

ROUMANIA—PRINCE CHARLES CONGRABULATES 
THE NATION. 

BucuaREst, Nov. 28.—The Roumanian Cham- 
bers were opened yesterday by the President of 
the Council in the name of Prince Charies. The 
speech from the Throne contained the follow- 
ing reference tothe hopes of Roumania as re- 
spects the result of the war: 


We hope on the fall of Plevna into our hands to 
reap on its ruins the peace so dear to us. We are 
aiso convinced that out of its ruins we shall see 
the independence of Roumania recognized by all 
Europe, thanks to our patriotism, the bravery of 
our soldiers, and their biood shed in a noble cause. 
The Prince has the firm belief, and the Senate and 
Chamber will certainly share it with him, that the 
— Powers have by this time become 
convinced that Roumanla is a country possessing 
real vitality; that ehe is a pation able to fulfll the

mission reserved for her og the Lower Danube, hav- 
ing the perseverance to accomplish it and the en- 
ergy to defend it when necessary. The time of 
foreign tutelage and has passed away for 
us; Roumania is now. and will remain forever, a 
free and independent country. 

This passage of the speech was much ap- 
plauded. 

TURKISH CONCESSIONS TOO LATE. 
Special to London Times. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 26.—There is some 
ambiguity in the wording of the Imperial Irade 
creating an army of reserve of 150,000 men;

ST. PETERSBURG ON THE TAL OF KARS. 
Corres pondence London Timea. 

Sr. PeTerspurG, Nov. 22.—The great event 
of the day is the taking of Kars. A Te Deum 
has been sung im the Palace, the big guns have 
been fired from the fortress, the town has been 
illuminated in the ordinary official way, and at 
many festive fatherings the health of the Cau- 
casus army has been drunk with enthusiasm. 
In Moscow, it is said, the enthusiasm was much 
greater. The people spontaneously illuminated 
the town without even asking the permission 
of the police. in St. Petersburg and Moscow 
alike all consider the event as very important. 
Here, for instance, is what the Severny Vistnik 
says on the subject: 


Hitherto Kars constantly paralyzed a great part 
of our forces in Armenia and thereby postponed 
the attainment of decided results. The taking of 
the place must therefore double our forces in Asia 
Minor by liberating the troops which blockaded the 
town. eaving a garrison in the citadel, the 
blockade corps can advance on Erzeroum with a 
portion of the siege artillery. Besides this, by the 
taking of Kars our line of rations from Alexar- 
dropol to Erzeroum, about 175 English miles in 
length, becomes completely free and safe, while 
the trilateral—Alexandropol, Kars, Ardahan— gives 
such a strength to our basis of operations that the 
Turks cannot think of reenming the offensive, how- 
ever great an army they may collect next spring. 

In view of this great military importance of 
Kars most people believe that it u ill be retained 
by Russia. The Novoe Vremya says: 

We have now taken Kars for the third time; a 
thing that has cost us such sacrifices cannot be 
given back. Henceforth Kars is a Russian town, 
a Russian fortress, and one of our firmest barriers 
in Asia Minor. 

With regard to the question whether the 
event may not be considered as affecting British 
interests. the Golos says: 


The taking of Kars is a purely military incident. 
The fortress is in the centre of a locality the occu- 
pation of which does not and cannot call forth any 
protests on the part of Eggland. All recognized 
that this occupation must be one of the essential 
aims of our military operation. To assert that it 
affects English interests is tantamount to asserting 
that every bit of Russian success is dangerous for 
England, and that the British Government pro- 
claimed ite neutrality simply because it expected 
that Turkey would be victorious. Such a cunfes- 
sion wonid bee too naif, and, therefore, we ven- 
ture to think that the on Turcophil press in 
raising the cry of British imterests being in danger 
did not take the precaution of inquiring whether 
its views were in accordance with those of the 
Government. 


PLEVNA. 
SCENES AND ACTIONS BEFORE THE SURRENDER. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Russia HEADQUARTERS, ARMY OF BuEGaA- 
RIA, Bocot, Nov, 28.—After sending off my 
telegram this morning, I rode round to the Vid 
ov the western side of Plevna. At Brestovec I 
saw Gen. Skobeleff. He s able to walk about, 
but cannot yet ride. 

Half-way between Brestovec and Tyrnen, 
where the Russian lines cross the Vid. I was 
startled by a tremendous roar of artillery, 
which echoed and re-echoed round the whole 
Plevna lines of circumyaliation. The first salvo 
was followed in rapid succession by three or 
four others, so that the alr became full of hun- 
dreds of hissing shells speeding simultaneously 
into Osman Pasha’s intrenchments. These 
salvoes, I found, were fired in celebration of 
the capture of Kars. The ¢ffect of the whistling 
endured for several minutes in vibrations of the 
atmosphere, and resembled the distant cheering 
of many thousands of mep so closely that I be- 
lieved for the moment a general assault was be- 
ing made on the Krishine Hill. opposite Skobe- 
leff’s position. The Turks not respond. 

The Turks never replied at all, and seemed to 
care very little for the Rugsian shells, which had 
no perceptibie effect u the Moslem intrench- 
ments, although well The Turks have

The fortifications lately constructed by the 
Russians are a vast improvement upon their pre- 
vious ee kt that line.

The Turks do not resist these above- 
mentioned advances very strongly, relying, ap- 
parently, upon the strength of their lines to 
resist an assault deitvered from close quarters, 
and saving their ammunition for the decisive at- 
tack should one be made.

Nov. 29.—Another dav of thick fog followed 
— bombardment. The heavy artillery 
re around Plevna appears to have the effect of 
raising the temperature of the atmosphere and 
obscuring the heavens with thick, damp mists. 
This succession of apparent cause and effect is 
becoming so regular that we expect a dull, 
damp, foggy day after each bout of heavy fring. 

The sheepskin coats for the army are be- 
pinning to arrive. They have the natural wool 
nside, and reach nearly to the knees, and are 
exceedingly warm. 1 have read a statement 
from correspondent with the Turks that 
when levna every man nad a warm 
overcoat and good boots. Well, I have seen 
between 7, and 8,000 prisoners captured 
in the vicinity of Plevna, and one-third of 
them had no overcoats at ali, and not 2 per 
dent wore boots. I have also seen several 
hundreds of the garrison of Pleyna itself, and 
searcely any of them had boots, while 
onlv half of them could boast of overcoats. 
There is a large number of Jews shut up iu 
Plevna, who went there to purchase the cloth- 
ing and ee brought in by Bashi-Ba- 
zouks and Circassians from the battle-fields 
around, and it is not impossible that a goodly 
proportion of the boots and overcoats intended 
for the soldiers of Osman Pasha found its way 
into the collections of these speculators, who 
were caught inside the Ottoman lines when 
the G cut the Sofia road. 
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FRANCE. 
CABINET QUESTIONS. 

Paris, Dec. 13.—Dufaure is stated to have 
submitted last night a list of the Parliamentary 
Cabinet, including Bardoux, Bethmont, Say, 
and Waddington. The Republican papers ex- 
press great distrust of these negotiations, and 
declare that the Left remains firmly resolved to 
obtain the execution of the whole programme. 

THE BONAPARTISTS. 

Lowpon, Dec. 13.—A dispatch from Paris 
says a deputation from the Bonapartiste inter- 
viewed President MacMahon to-day, and declar- 
ed they could no longer support his policy. 

THE NEW CABINET. 

Paris, Dec. 13.—The following Cabinet has 
been formed and will appear in the official jour- 
nal to-morrow: M. Dufaure, President of 
Council and Minister of Justice; M. De Mar- 
cera, Interior; M. Waddington, Foreign Af- 
fairs; M. Bordoux, Public instruction; Gen.

THE REPUBLICANS

Loxpox, Dec. 14—5 a. m.—A Paris corre- 
spondent says on Wednesday the Batbie Cabi 
net was formed, the great difficulty of finding a 
Finance Minister who was willing to undertake 
the collection of taxes without Parliamentary 
sanction having been overcome by the acvept- 
ance of that office by M. Johan. This Cabinet 
was intended to.temporize until the end of the 
year, and then proceed to a plebiscite or dissolu- 
tion. M. Pouyer-Quertier, in the presence of 
President MacMahon and the Cabinet, violently

THE PRELIMINARIES. 
A GRAND TURN-OUT. 

The metropolis of the Great Northwest last even- 
ing uttered no uncertain sound on the question of 
the remonetization of silver; it mustered its force 
in full strength and entered its earnest protest 
against the intense selfishness of the bondholder 
and the creditor clase, who, not satisfied with tne 
profits they have already reaped, are still deter- 
mined to fill their coffers to overflowing though the 
country should be rushed into irretrievabie bank- 
ruptcy. 

Snortly after 7 o'clock the doors of the vast 
Tabernacle at the corner of Market and Monroe 
streets were thrown open for the ingress of the 
people who began to swarm in its vicinity. Through 
the different avenues of entrance streamed a con- 
tinuous crowd. It differed from the usual attendance 
of the average political meeting. The roustabout. 
who attends a public meeting in anticipation of 
something turning up, was conspicuous by his ab- 
sence. 80 was the gentierhan who boasted of his 
infimence with the boys in hie district. On the 
contrary, the auditorium and galleries of the vast 
Tabernacie were filled to the -fullest capacity of 
the former, and nearly so with respect to the lat- 
ter, with an earnest and intelligent audience, who 
had met for one purpose—and that, to protest 
against the continued ostracism of silver as a 
legal - tender. 

The walks of business in all its branches were 
fully represented. The Bench, the Bar, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, doctors, builders, law- 
vers, and all ranks of trades and tradesmen had 
sent delegates. Men who had grown gray in a 
service dedicated to the god of commerce were in 
the ascendant, and to the able arguments ad- 
vanced bythe different speakers paid the closest 
attention.

THE CHAIRMAN’S REMARKS.

‘Do you keep a huge that brings the cows 
home with-bigh heads and bleeding heels’ For 
these cows are locowotive animals that get up 
sieam by a combustion of butter bomen & and 
every unnecessary step, every motion beyond 
what is essential for tne health of the animal. 
cuts of a portion from the butter yield and from 
your mcome. By every excitement that causes the 
blood to flow faster im the veins of the cow, by 
every infliction of pam, aud even by every cause 
of fear, the draft of the furnace is opened wider. 
and brighter glow the fires that are fed with—but- 
ter., 

Apo you set your milk in small shallow pans? 
Then, if you succeed financially, vou are doing so 
in spite of a large amount of useless labor. 

Does the temperature of the milk in your 

-room, in the warm days of summer, often 
get as high as 70 degrees’ Then you are losing 
enough every year to supply yourself with better 
daily appl:ances. 

Vo vou warm cream by guess in winter, and 
cool it by guess in sammer? you guess at the 
amount of butter taken from the churn, and guess 
at the amount of salt required’? Then I guess that 
the quality of your butter product will not be 
sufficiently uniform to command the highest mar- 
ket price. 

I have been told by grocerymen that not one - 
fifth of the butter marketed is first-class. But the 
majority of farmers will not stop making poor 
butter. This condition of things will continue in 
spite of agricultural schouls and dairymen's con- 
ventions. 

Tue almost wonderful success of dairy farmers 
in and around Elgin is not so much because they 
nave had a good market for their milk as rt is that 
they nave thoroughly learned the fact of which 
many of the farmers of IIlinoie are, at present, 
ignorant, that the more a cow can be made to eat 
and digest, the more profitable does the animal 
become. 

ne conclusion of the whole matter is this: 

Tue successful ine is the man who, by 
strict attention tothe detaiis of his business, and 
without excessive manual labor and drudgery, 
either on his own part or on the part of any mem- 
ber of his family, never swerving from the rigut 
line of integrity a hair's breadth, accumulates a 
competency ; and, while doing this, does not neglect 
that development of the mind,—that intellectua’ 
culture,—that heart culture, which alone can fit 
him and his family for the proper enjoyment of 
accumulated wealth, and make of them honorable 
and valuabie members of society. 

The report of the Secretary of the Elein Board of 
Trade was read.

THE EMPIRE FIRE. 


Judge McRoberts Decides that the Empire 
Fire- Insurance Company Can Do Busi- 
ness in Chicago. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Morgis, III., Dec. 13.—Judge McRoberts, of 
this circuit, has just decided the quo warranto 
brought by the Attorney-General in the name of 
the People against the Empire fire-Insurance 

Company adversely to the people. The Company 

was incorporated many years ago, under a charter 

with capital stock of $50,000, to be increased if 
desired to $300,000, 5 per cent cash, and balance 
notes secured. Ino 1867 the Company was allowed 
by an amendment to its charter to open an office in 

Chicago. The second section provides it shall 

not be exempt from any general laws in force or to 


be passed.” In 1800 an act was passed 
that no such company shall estab- 
leh an agency in Chicago with less 
capital than $150,000, and all companies 


then doing businees are brought under the act, ex- 
cept that their capitals might contmue of the 
amount named im their charters. The Company 
increased it- capital from 850, 00 to $300, O. and 
in 1877 reduced it to $100,000. The information 
now brought is to oDtain a decision as to the right 
of the Company to continue to do business in Chi- 
cago since it reduced its capital below 8150, 000. 
The Company plead its right under the charter to 
do business in the city. The People demurred to 
the pleas, and the Court has overruied the demar- 
rer apd rendered judgment , I It 
was virtually admitted tnat Com- 
y a not increased its * above 
B50, 000 could continue to do busines 
in — ‘but that, baving increased iss — — 
it could not decrease except under the provisions 
of the act of 1872, and that having sought to re- 
ceive the benefit of such act by ite reduction, it 
must abide by all the provisions of that statute, 
which would deprive it of the oenefit of Sec. 19. of 
the act of 1869, because it could not be maintained 
that the capital of the Company continued at the 
same amount as prescribed by its charter. in the 
opinion of the Court the capital of the Company 
after its redaction stil continued within the 
limite of ite charter; that it might further reduce 


its capital stock to $50,000, the minimum 
by its charter; that the assets 
and the liabilities of stockholders remain 


Lhe same, and no injury can result to any one; that 
the decrease of capital stock does. not release the 
stockholders from the same ow end as when it was 
$100,000 ; that this Company does not come under 
the provisions of Sec. 6 of act of 18%; that 
said act.refers to companies incerporated under it 
and those outside of Chicago estaolishing agencies 
in Chicago and with cash capital, but that this Com-

a DEADLY AFFRAY.

Yost 
fell to the groand, but jumped apagain. drew his 
pistol, and fired twice at Leech. who in turn, fell. 
exciaiming: ‘*l am killed'” An examination 
showed that he was enot through the left lung. 
The two wounded men were taken to 
the Diepengary and their wounds attended to, 
Leech is reported to be dving. Detective Yoet may 
recover, bui it is doubtful, as the ball passed 
through his lung and entire body. 


A FOOL-KILLER.

The City of St Louis Will Now Spend Some 
Money That It Might Have Saved—A Poor 
Lady Opposes a Sea of Troubles, and Ends 
Them.

Shortly afterward she procured a “WW 
and placed it around the neck of her little giri, 
years old. with the evident intention of 3 
her, but the boy succeeded in releasing his 
little sister, and the poor mother had not tne 
courage to repeat the attempt upon the life of the 
littie innocent. "eae after that Mrs. Brennan 
left the room. an one some time, When her 
son out to rher, but could not find 
her — cme — of the neighbors went to 
the cistern to get a backet of water, when. to her 
horror and dismay, she discovered Mrs. Brennau's 
body in the cistern. Help was speedily summoned, 
but life was extinct long before the body was tak- 
en out. Officer Kicker was called in, and 
bastened to remove the curbstone from around 
the cstern, and finally succeeded, with the 
aid of the neighbors in hoisting out the body. La- 
terinthe day, upon examining the single room 
occupied by Mre. Brennan and her two children, a

the theft by 116 Democrats no honester than 
himself. In vain the Republicans appealed for 
the privilege of remanding the election back to 
the people of Colorado.

Since the passionate assemblages of the 
people during the War, there has not been 
held in this city a mass-meeting that ex- 
pressed deeper feeling or stronger determina- 
tion than that which last night filled the 
Tabernacle to demand the restoration to the 
currency of the silver dollar. The speeches 
and the admirable resolutions place the sup- 
porters of the secret demonetization of the 
silver dollar on a defensive they will find it 
hard to maintain. The law, the facts, and 
the will of the majority are for the silver 
dollar. The people demand the right of 
paying their debts according to the contract, 
and there is no better way than this to main- 
tain the public credit. If it be repudiation 
to fulfill a contract, to overthrow a fraud, to 
undo publicly a secret wrong, let us have re- 
pudiation, and more of it. The demonstra- 
tion of last night shows that the silver dol- 
lar, like the national flag, has a place 
in the affections of the people. But 
in its covert demonetization some- 
thing deeper than a sentiment was 
touched. The sense of justice has been 
outraged. Without the knowledge of the 


people, the monetary system they inherited 


from the founders of the Republic has been 
changed, and by skillful and covert legisla- 
tion the contract with the public creditors 
turned against them. If the advisability of 
any change of standards is to be discussed, 
let it be discussed after the repeal of legis- 
lation that was passed without the knowl- 
edge of the Secretary of the Treasury who 
was supposed to be responsible for it, the 
President who gave it his approving signa- 
ture, the Congressmen who voted for it, the 
newspapers that reported the proceed- 
ings, or the public that must foot 
the -bills. Who, indeed, did know at 
the time that the act of Feb. 12, 1873, 
demonetized the silver dollar, has never yet 
been found out. No such guilty secrecy 
marks the movement for the repeal of this 
wrong. ‘Thunders of applause from thou- 
sands of taxpayers last night emphasized the 
open and above-board demand of the people 
for the right. Chicago has spoken first, and 
the utterances of its citizens will be repeated 
in all the leading cities till Congress and the 
President and his maladvisers understand 
that they must submit or resign.” The 
East has chosen to make this a sectional 
question with its younger sons, who have be- 
come the West,—let it remember the words 
of one of the greatest statesmen of modern 
times, who predicted that the day was at 
hand when the plowholders of the Mississippi 
Valley would rule America. 


THE ADMINISTRATION DEFEAT. 

The defeat of the Administration in the 
matter of the New York Custom-House ap- 
pointments is no more than the country had 
reason to expect, and the wonder, if any, in 
the matter, is, that the Senate vote was not 
more unanimous. The President, by his 
own rule, was in the wrong, and, under the 
circumstances, had no reason to expect that 
his nominations should be confirmed. 

The President, when nominated at Cin- 
cinnati in June, 1876, accepted the nomina- 
tion, and deliberately assured the country 
that, if he were elected President, he would 
do whatever was in his power to break up 
the business of making political appoint- 
ments as @ reward for partisan service; he 
insisted that there should be @ return to the 
old system and to the old rule, the true 
rule, that honesty, capacity, and fidelity con- 
stitute the real qualifications for office, and 
jthat there is no other claim;” and 
that the public “officer should be secure 
in his tenure as long as his per- 
sonal character remains untarnished and 
he performs his duties satisfactorily.” In 
his inaugural address, the President re- 
peated his views on this subject of appoint- 
ments and removals from Office, in which 
the declarations of his letter of acceptance 
were even more emphatically affirmed as the 
future policy of the Administration. It is 
notorious that, in laying down this rule m 
the matter of appointments, the refusal to 
remove officers for political causes, or to 
appoint them for partisan services, and the 
refusal to remove or appoint any officer upon 
the dictation of Senators or Representa. 
tives in Congress, the President challenged 
the experience of fifty years of the spoils-his- 
tory of both 
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the Civil-Service reform 
would succeed, but did not think it would, 
were terribly agg over the President's 
Southern policy! Nevertheless, sustained 


President might well ignore the clamors of 
the Senators, and have no doubt of his suc- 
cess had he adhered to his own rule. In the 
case of Georgia, it was deemed advisable to 
appoint to the office of Marshal of that State 
a man whose political relations would be satis- 
factory to the whole people. A liberal 
Democrat was recommended by the Re- 
publicans and was appointed by the Presi- 
dent. Subsequently the Democratic Sen- 
ators from Georgia protested against the 
nomination, because, though the person was 
a Democrat, he was a Democrat who was ac- 
ceptable to the Republicans; and that the 
ultra-Democrats demanded a man who was 
satisfactory to Bourbons, without reference 
to Republicans at all. This was a reversal of 
the President's rule. The appointee was 
honest and competent; his removal was de- 
manded for political reasons, and the reason 
was that he was not Democrat enough to sat- 
isfy the Bourbon faction in Georgia. The 
President yielded, and, at the dictation of 
the Democratic Senators and Representatives 
from Georgia, withdrew the name of Mr. Hurr 
and nominated to the Senate one Frrzsim- 
muons, Bourbon. The President in this 
action departed from hisown rule. He with- 
drew his first appointee without cause, and 
did this at the dictation of Bourbon Senators 
and Representatives. 

When the President defined the rule by 
which the Administration would be governed 
in the matter of removals and appointments, 
the rule was of necessity to be binding on 
the Administration. If Senators were to be 
excluded from all voice in the matter of 
removals and appointments, and if the 
‘* officer should be secure in his tenure. as 
long as his personal character remained un- 
tarnished and the performance of his 
duties satisfactory,” then Senators had the 
right to insist that the rule should be adhered 
to upon both sides. In the matter of the 
New York Custom-House appointments, the 
President removed Collector Anrnon and 
Naval Officer ConnELL, and appointed Messrs. 
Roosgevett and Price, without specifying 
any cause. The Senate took no action 
on these nominations at the extra ses- 
sion, and the President had an opportu- 
nity to reconsider his action. Hedid not 
avail himself of this chance to escape from a 
position in which he was wrong. He renomi- 
nated Messrs. Roosrvert and Prince. The 
Senate then, acting within the President’s 
own rule, requested of the Secretary of the 
Treasury the causes upon which the remov- 
als were made. The Secretary, with that 
peculiar adaptability of saying and doing the 
wrong thing at the wrong time, denied the 
right of the Senate to make any 
such inquiries. The case then stood before 
the Senate in this way: 1. No Senator 
shall be authorized to cause a removal 
or appointment of a public officer. 2. A 
public officer shall be secure in his tenure so 
long as his personal character is unstained 
and his duties are performed satisfactorily. 
3. The President removed Collector Arruvur, 
giving no reason therefor, or questioning his 
personal or official fidelity. This condition 
of things was wholly inconsistent with the 
Civil-Service reform rules asserted by the 
President. Under these rules, the Senate 
had the right to know the causes inducing 
the removal. If there was no “ cause,” 
then the President’s action was an inconsist- 
ent exercise of power, and an exercise of it 
under circumstances which challenged the 
opposition of the Senate. It was a declaration 
that, while the President would enforce his 
policy against all Senators, he would not con- 
sider himself bound to adhere to his own 
declared rule in his own action. The Presi- 
dent was in the wrong. On the record 
he removed two prominent officers with- 
out any rational pretext, except to show his 
power to make a removal. The Senate re- 
jected the nominations and defeated the 
removal; and the wonder, we repeat, is, that 
the Senate did not vote unanimously. The 
President must live up to his own rule, or he 
cannot expect others to do so; if he abandon 
his own rule at pleasure, he must expect 
strong and successful opposition. On the 
record, the Senate could not well do less than 
to reject the President’s nominations. 

The action of the Senate has been to up- 
hold the President’s Civil-Service rule in 
regard to removals, and to protect it against 
his own violation thereof; when he reflects 
‘calmly over the case he will perceive his 
error, and perhaps acknowledge it.

THE TURKISH FLEET. 

The Turkish fleet has not played a very 
important part in the war, so far as actual 
battles are concerned, but it is likely to play 
a very important part in the fina! settlement, 
and one which may seriously affect the rela- 
tions of the other Powers. Without doubt 
the fleet is one of the finest in the world. 
When the war commenced it consisted of 
twenty iron-clad ships, besides seventy other 
steamers. The iron-clads comprised seven 
frigates, eight corvettes, and five gunboats, 
the steamers being made upof five ships 
of the line, five frigates, fifteen corvettes, 
and fifty-five dispatch and gun boats: Be- 
sides these, they had four steam transports 
and a number of sailing-vessels. The larger 
vessels are armor-plated from stem to stern, 
and carry four twelve-ton rifle Armstrong 
guns. Although this powerful fleet has not 
fought any battles, principally because there 
was nothing to fight, it has proved of im- 
mense service to Turkey. It has enabled 
her to completely dominate the Black Sea, as 
well as the Sea of Marmora. It has also 
controlled the Mediterranean as against Rus- 
sia. It has cut off her commerce in that 
quarter. It has transported vast bodies 
of troops, with immense saving of time 
and money. In point of fact, the transfers 
of troops from Europe to Asia and vice versa 
conld hardly have been made without it, It 
aided directly in the stirring up of the Cau- 
casian insurrections, which retarded the 
Russian movements in Armenia nearly two 
months. It has saved to Turkey the expense 
of at least 100, 000 men. If Russia had had 
such a fleet as this, or such a fleet as she had 
in 1854, so that she could have landed troops 
anywhere along the Turkish coast, instead of 
being compelled to rely upon one railroad, 
which entailed the additional delay and 
necessity of crossing the Danube, the war 
would have been ended before this. 

Both Russia and England have already 
realized the importance of this fleet by mak- 
ing an effort to secure it. Its transfer to 
Russia, as one of the conditions of peace, 
already meets with favor at St. Petersburg. 
The paper recently published by Prince 
WassILTcerKorr, who stands high at Court, 
urges this very point in the following 
language : a 

Our principal and probably irreconcilable oppo- 


nent will be England, or rather that party in the 
Enclish Parliament which sees in every fleet a 


rival and a foe, and in every movement eastward a 


by the general sentiment. of the country, the 


question directly in our own favor would 
be a light-headed act. It, at the con- 
clusion of peace, we secured for ourselves the lib- 
erty of the Black Sea and of the Straits, that right 
would remain for many years a dead letter until 
we could constructa fleet. Turkey, in alliance with 
England, might use the freedom of navigation for 
her own interest and our disadvantage. But the 
case would be very different if we obtained at 
once a ready-made fleet built in England for the 
Turkish Government, and provided with all the 
latest improvements. 

Meanwhile, if the reports are true, the 
English Government is already negotiating 
to forestall the Czar by purchasing the fleet, 
which would make England the most power- 
ful naval nation in the world, and place her 
in a position to repel Russian aggression. 
Should Russia, on the other hand, secure it, 
she would not only be able to secure freedom 
of navigation on the Black Sea and the open- 
ing of the Bosphorus, so as to have free ac- 
cess to the Mediterranean, but she would be- 
come such a formidable naval competitor of 
Engiand that the latter would be compelled 
to fortify Gallipolis and make ita second 
Gibraltar, if she would not sink into a sec- 
ond-class Power on land and sea by the side 
of the Muscovite Colossus. The disposition 
of this fleet, therefore, will be watched with 
interest by the other E Powers, as 
involving grave dipl. questions, chief 
among which will be the responsibility of 
England if she purchases this fleet before the 
termination of the war (she certainly will not 
have an opportunity to purchase it after), as 
giving aid and comfort to Turkey by placing 
millions of money in her exhausted coffers, 
thus enabling her to prolong the war. 


THE LAW OF. DISTRESS-WARRANTS. 
The shooting of the Constable, McEx.1- 


cort, by the woman MoKxs, who has been 
held by the Coroner’s jury on the charge of 
murder, has led to some revelations concern- 
ing the law of distress-warrants, and the 
practice of levying thereunder, which can 
scarcely fail to excite general surprise and 
protest, and which will probably operate to 
relieve the woman of the penalty of her 
crime. A perusal of the statute authorizing 
the distress levy for rent shows it to be 
loose and defective ; it gives a latitude which 
has been brutally abused not only in the 
MokKxx case, but probably in nine cases out 
of every ten where a levy is made. The law 
authorizes the landlord himself or any agent 
he may appoint to seize any personal prop- 
erty in the county belonging to his tenant. 
This seizure is made without any warrant 
other than the mere distress notice, and with- 
out the intervention of any officer of the law. 
It is required that the person making the dis- 
tress shall file his claim with a Justice of the 
Peace, together with an inventory of 
the property, and that a summons shall 
issue. In the meantime, and pending the 
issue of the judgment, the property remains 
in the hands of the landlord or his agent, 
and can only be released by process of law. 
The law exempts from seizure on a distress- 
warrant $100 worth of property for every 
person, and in addition $300 worth of ad- 
ditional property when the debtor is a head 
of a family and resides with the same, the 
exemptions in both cases to be selected by 
the debtor. The law is silent as to the 
charges that may be made by the agent 
making the levy, for advertising, expressage, 
storage, selling, etc. The costs may readily 
eat up the value of the property seized, and, 
as the greater. number of the levies made is 


upon the property of poor pbople, ighorant 


even of the slight protection the law gives 
the debtor, they are usually fleeced merci- 
lessly, and frequently the meagre require- 
ments of the law ere neglected to the injury 
and abuse of the tenant. 

The case of Miss McKeg illustrates point- 
edly the usual operation of the law. She 
had been living in a house on Pine street 
owned by one CHADWICk. A levy had been 
made for rent prior tothe one McELuicorr was 
serving at the time he was shot. This last levy 
was for rent of the house formerly occupied 
by Miss McKzr. Her previous experience 
had taught her that she would be practically 
robbed of everything that should be taken 
from her house under this summary process. 
When the former levy was made, $150 worth 
of property had been seized on a claim of 
858. Out of this seizure the property was 
sold for $37.95, of which the costs eat up 
$24, and left her a credit of only $12 on the 
judgment against her. The actual legal 
costs were $8.25, and these included com- 
missions, serving return, summons, and Jus- 
tice’s costs; but CHADwWICE's agent made an 
additional bill of costs for himself amounting 
to .twice the legal costs, which there 
was no means of preventing. The net result 
of Miss McKer’s experience was that, after 
sacrificing over $150 of her property, she 
received a credit of only $13 or $14 on the 
claim against her. This certainly offered a 
strong provocation to avert a repetition of 
such an experience by any and every means 
at hand. 

This condition of things demands a change. 
The law itself should be radically amended. 
It should provide for the appraisement of all 
property seized for rent, and prohibit a sac- 
rifice of the property below two-thirds of 
the appraised value. This is the law in sev- 
eral of the States, and under its operation 
there is some protection against the sharks 
and Constable rings that rob the poor and 
the unfortunate. If the property seized for 
rent is appraised at $150, then the landlord 
may take the property at $100 unless some 
one bids more, but in any case the tenant 
receives a credit which approximates the 
value of the property which he is made to 
yield up under the seizure. The law should 
further fix, at a low and reasonable rate, the 
maximum of all charges that may be made 
against the property seized. The charge of 
$16 for taking a small wagon-load of furniture 
from one place to another, as was the case 
in the first seizure of Miss McKzr’s effects, 
is simple robbery, and citizens are entitled 
to protection against it. The law should 
further require that the warrant should set 
forth the exemptions to which the debtor is 
entitled, so that he may be instructed in 
every case just what his rights are. Out of 
the furniture seized in the first McKzg levy 
there was value enough to allow her the legal 
exemption of $100, to pay all fair costs, and 
to yield the full amountof the claim against 
her, but she lost all her property, and secur- 
ed a credit of only a féw dollars on the 
claim. 

There is something beyond the actual in- 
justice done every day under the operation 
of the present system, and the Mom case 
illustrates this also. A man was killed who 
had gained access to the woman’s house by 
deception and fraud, and whom she had rea- 
son to suspect of an intention to swindle her 
in the interest of CA UD wick, as she had been 
xwindled before. It is in the interest of so- 
ciety to prevent and discourage the taking 
of human life, and the most effective means 
of doing so is to punish those who are guilty 
of homicide. But it is extremely doubtful 
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whether the woman who killed McEx.1corr 
can be punished. Most people will regret that 
it was not the principal, but only the agent, who 
was killed, but the injury that had been put 
upon the woman will influence any jury that 
can be impaneled to palliate her crime , and 
perhaps to excuse it altogether. Thus so- 


“ciety has a deeper concern in the amend- 


ment of the distress-law and in the reform of 
the system under which levies are made than 
that growing out of the injustice it works. It 
is a standing menace to the safety of human 
life. The disposition to justify Miss McKzz 
will be felt in every other case where similar 
levies are resisted forcibly. The constant 
danger of violent resistance makes it pos- 
sible to secure the services of only the most 
reckless characters in the capacity of Con- 
stables and landlords’ agents. The peace of 
the community is threatened because the 
law for seizing personal property is anjust, 
and because this injustice is improved by ir- 
responsible men to perpetrate the most bru- 
tal outrages. 


THE NEW BISHOP OF QUINCY. 

The election of Dr. Harris, the Rector of 
St. James’ Church, in this city, to the Bish- 
opric created by the erection of the new 
Diocese of Quincy, was not a surprise to 
members of the Episcopal Church. This re- 
sult was confidently predicted as soon as the 
action of. the General Convention had been 


made known; it has been anticipated with 


mingled pleasure and discontent by the 
parishioners of Dr. Harris for some weeks 
past. Whatever may be thought of the loss 
that Chicago and St. James’ parish will sus- 
tain in the removal of Dr. Harris to Quincy, 
there will be general congratulation upon 
the manner of his election. In view of the 
strife that has arisen in Illinois conventions 
heretofore over elections of Bishops, the 
unanimity expressed at Quincy was hardly to 
be expected. It was, under the circum- 
stances, doubly gratifying because the honor 
so worthily bestowed can be accepted only 
at the cost of considerable personal sacrifice, 
and the promise of a cordial welcome to the 
new Bishop is only a just compensation for 
his losses. He surrenders a metropolitan 
position, a comfortable salary, and large op- 
portunities for usefulness, to engage in far 
more trying work under less agreeable condi- 
tions. From a worldly point of view, 
there will be nothing but the dignity of his 
increased rank to repay him for the change. 
The people of the Quincy Diocese, therefore; 
only show a true appreciation of his situa- 
tion when they leave him no room to doubt 
the sincerity of their intentions. 

Dr. Harzis is likely to accept the election 
for the reason that he is little swayed by 
worldly considerations, and the call of duty, 
which in this instance seems to be impera- 
tive, has never been unheeded by him. If 
he had listened to the promptings of self-in- 
terest or worldly ambiticn, he would not now 
be inthe Church. He was admitted to the 
Bar at the age of 19, a special act of the Leg- 
islature of Alabama being required for the 
purpose. This wasin 1860. The breaking 
out of the War interrupted his professional 
career, drawing him into the Confederate 
army, where he remained until the 
restoration of peace. Resuming the prac- 
tice of law in New York City, he soon 
collected a large practice, and had every 
promise of attaining honor and distinction 
as a lawyer, when he felt impelled to aban- 
don his prospects and study for the min- 
istry. His resolution was reached without 
solicitation or argument from without, and, 
once taken, was speedily acted upon. He 
was ordained deacon and priest in 1869 ; be- 
came Rector of Trinity Church, Columbus, 
Ga., and afterwards of Trinity Church of 
New Orleans, and in 1875 accepted a call to 
St. James’ Church in this city. His work 
here needs no testimonial. He found St. 
James’ barely recovered from the effects of 
the fire; he will leave it one of the strong- 
est and most prosperous Episcopal congre- 
gations in Illinois. In the short time he 
has been at the head of the parish he has en- 
deared himself to every member of it; there 
is at present not one person, so far as known, 
who will not be sorry to lose him. His 
attainments as a scholar and a writer, ‘his 
personal magnetism in the pulpit, his 
thoughtfulness in the ordinary social rela- 
tions, and hjs quiet but profound piety have 
made him a place in the affections of his 
people such as few clergymen occupy. This 
is not the language of compliment, but of 
sober truth ; those who know the history of 
St. James’ Church best will testify complete- 
ly to the same effect. 

Dr. Hazzis will make a good Bishop. His 
knowledge of the law of the Church and its 
precedents, which gave him a high position 
in the last Convention, will be of service in 
the new relation. The people of the Quincy 
Diocese should see to it that he suffers as little 
as possible by the change. The Diocese covers 
all the ground between the Mississippi and 
Illinois Rivers south of Whiteside and Lee 
Counties, but contains hardly a dozen inde- 
pendent congregations. The support of the 
new Bishop will, at first, be a considerable 
tax upon the resources of the denomination, 
but one which will no doubt be cheerfully 
and handsomely paid. It only remains now 
for the new Springfield Diocese to be sup- 
plied with a Bishop, in order that the Episco- 
pal Church in Illinois shall enter upon an era 
of growth and prosperity, for the tendency 
of the erection of new Dioceses within a State 
has always been in this direction. 


THE SUBMISSION OF MACMAHON. 

At last the idea seems to have penetrated 
the thick and stubborn skull of Marshal 
MacManon that he must obey Gamserta’s 
notification to resign or submit. It has been 
a long and bitter struggle, and one which has 
brought France to the very verge of civil 
war. He sought in the first place to thwart 
the will of the people by dissolving the 
Chamber in which the people had a majori- 
ty. He then attempted by every possible 
means to compel a popular indorsement. He 
placed the management of the campaign in 
the hands of the most subtle and auda- 
cious trickster in France, M. pz Fovrrov, 
who had engineered the coup d'etat for Lou 
Napotzon. He used the powerful machinery 
of the Church to influence not only whole , 
communities but individual households. He 
employed the whole force of the police, and 
with their aid arrested, imprisoned, confis- 
cated, and ‘suppressed. It was almost an 
absolute power that cut off the right of 
speech. He used the machinery of politics 
to remove every obstacle that opposed the 
prospect of the success of the Administra- 
tion. He even had the temerity to threaten 
the use of the army. To his utter astonish- 
ment, he found that the House was Repub- 
lican again by a large Majority, uninfluenced 
by his biandishments and unawed by his 
threats. Even then he was too obstinate to 
yield to the will of the people, and com- 
menced operations upon the Senate with the 
view of procuring a fresh dissolution of the 
House, upon which he would declare a state 
of siege and make martial law absolute, so 
as to force an Administration maiority. It 


| was a dangerous approach to the coup d'etat, 


and, had the Senste been subservient to his 
designs, it must have ended in plunging 
France into the borrors of civil war. The 
Orleanists in the Senate, however, holding 
the balance of power, notified him they 
would not consent to another dissolution. 
With his usual obstinacy, and with the knowl- 
edge that he could not a second dis- 
solution except at the point of the bayonet, 
he organized another Ministry from the 
Right, made up of men hostile to the House. 
The House immediately placed itself upon 
its parliamentary rights and refused to vote 
the budget to any but a Parliamentary Min- 
istry. This placed the matter before the Mar- 
shal where, in the language of Gamsrrta, he 
must resign or submit, and he has chosen 
the latter horn of the dilemma by consent- 
ing that a Parliamentary Ministry shall be 
formed from the moderate Republicans of 
the Left. Thus, at last, falls the stubborn 
Marshal and rises the Republic, with the 
prospect of permanent peace and order, if 
sufficient guarantees are exacted. 

The victory which the French Republicans 
have won is a brilliant one. They have 
saved the effusion of blood, prevented the 
horrors of civil war, and peacefully established 
the principle of responsible, parliamentary 
government. In every phase of the struggle 
they have had the right upon their side, un- 
der the law and the Constitution, and they 
have steadily and boldly confronted the rash 
and headlong course of MacManon by the 
rules of representative government as pre- 
scribed in the Constitution, until he has 
been compelled to yield. The French Con- 
stitution declares that the Ministry shall 
be responsible (not to MacManon) to the 
Chambers for the general policy of the Gov- 
ernment, and when that Ministry failed 
to reflect the policy of the large ma- 
jority of the Chambers, then they had 
the clear and constitutional right to refuse 
to vote the supplies to a Mimistry, or to any 
Ministry refusing to be governed by the 
will of the nation, as directly expressed at 
the polls and represented in the Chambers. 
This principle lies at the very root of repre- 
sentative government, and is the only safety 
of the Republic. If that branch of the 
Government representing the people and 
their will can exercise no restraint over the 
Executive, especially such an unscrupulous 
Executive as MacManon has proved to be, 
then there is no hope for Republicanism in 
France. That it can exercise this restraint 
is now shown by the constitutional action of 
the Chambers, and MacMamon has at last 
submitted. The French Republicans have 
won a great moral victory. They have taken 
a long step forward towards the establishment 
of a Government by majority instead of a Gov- 


| ernment of fickle ‘‘ ideas” and irresponsi- 


ble personal power. The action of the Or- 
leanists, MacManon’s suspicions of the army, 
and the representations of other Powers, may 
have had much to do with this result ; but 
none the less are the French Republicans to 
be commended for their firmness and courage 
in enforcing a demand for a Government in 
accordance with the will of the people. Now 
that they have obtained it, let them make it 
permanent by exacting sound guarantees. 


There is a word in the English language called 
twaddle. which may be defined as bosh, or non- 
sense. This is an excellent specimen of the 
stuff called twaddle, taken from an evening 
paper, silver: e 

We need the silver dollar to an amount sufficient 
for our actual business requirements, but shoald 
it be coined by the cart-load. as the Pacific Coast 
mine-owners desire, it would ina short time lose 
its value and convenience as a dollar, and become 
a financial nuisance. 


An average cart-ioad is about half a ton; 
$20 of silver weigh a pound. A cart-load 
would be $20,000. The United States can ab- 
sorb and employ at least 300 millions of silver 
dollars, which would load 150,000 carts. Liter- 
ally the nation wants silver dollars by the cart- 
load; yes, by the thousand cart-loads, for this 
is a very large country, and 300 millions divided 
up among 45 millions of people amounts to less 
than $7 apiece. The mints may run to their 
full capacity, ani it will consume seven years 
to coin that quantity of silver, and 
at the end of that time the natural growth of 


population will require another hundred mill- 


ions. Silver as mere bullion is worth 92 cents. 
Make it a full legal-tender, and its value must 
necessarily be greater than that of bullion until 
the latter becomes equal in vaiue to gold. The 
forty millions of subsidiary coin, which contains 
6 per cent less metal than the silver dollar, are 
worth 97 per cent of gold, althemgh a legal- 
tender for only $5. When silver loses its value 
as a legal-tender, all of this generation and their 
children, and great-grandchildren after them, 
will be dead. Bring on the silver dollars,— 
the more the merrier.

A year ago 
a poor messenger boy in the employ of the 
Western Union Company, he is now an author- 
ity in one of the most perplexing departments 
of science. It is gratifying to know that this 
good fortune has fallen upon one who has given 
evidence of deserving it. His thoughtful ques- 
tions and quick apprehension of the technical 
detai'’s of telegraphy seem to have attracted the 
attention of the chief operator in the Chicago 
office, and led to his employment in a capacity 
that permitted him to pursue his studies. The 
result has been a success beyond his expecta- 
tions, but not above his deserts.

The discnhssion 
was mainly of a legal character. There were three 
incidents in it--the speech of Hale, of Maine. of 
Alexander Stephens, and of Patterson himself. 
Hale severely arraigned Patterson personally as 
‘+a mendicant at the doors of Congress, begging 
the Democratic party to seat him. and claimed 
that his case should be sent back to the people. 

ALEXANDER STEPHENS, 
conspicuous for his feebleness, spoke from his 
low rolling chair in the centre aisle, and com- 
manded, as he always does, the attention of the 
House. He spoke for ten minutes, and declared 
himself for the seating of Patterson, on the ground 
that the election in November was tne only con- 
stitational day. Patterson, ina vehement speech 
of an hour, replied to Hale's attack, and endeav- 
ored to maintain his own case. Gen. Butler spoke 
for anew election, and, in the early evening, the 
vote came. It was not expected that Belford 
would have as large a vote as he did, but he was 
rejected by only fifteen votes. 

THE TEST VOTE 
came upon a resolution of Cox. of Ohio, decjaring 
that there was no election, and remanding the case 
to the people. This resolution was deteated by 
only one vote, the vote standing 116 to 117. The 
Democrats who voted with the Repnblicans were 
Willis and Potter, of New York, Cutler, of New 
Jersey, and Stenger, of Pennsylvania, and Patter- 
son was then seated by ‘five majority, the vote 
standing 115 to 110. 
A SCHEME TO WORRY RANDALL. 

During the vote upon tte case, when it became 
apparent that taere was to be a majority of but one, 
the Democratic oppevents of Speaker Randall en- 
deavored to induce an Eastern Democrat not to 
vote, in order that the vote might be tied, and the

THE SILVER QUESTION. 
MATTHEWS’ RESOLUTION FURTHER DEBATED IN 
THE SENATE.

Wasutnetonr, D. C., Dec. 13.—The Senate dis- 
cussed the Matthews silver resolation for some 
hours to-day: Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, was the 
first to d@dreas the Senate. He made a reflective 
and philosopbical speech, which showed a careful 
study of the facts rather than a desire to utilize a 
popular subject for rhetoric. Taking the ultra 
Eastern ground in favor of paying bonds and the 
interest thereon in gold, he separated himself from 
the majority of the party of which he is a recog- 
nized leader, and arraigned his associates. Hill, 
of Georgia, made a brief speech, and showed that 
he not only possessed cleariy-defined ideas upon 
the subject under discussion, but that he had suffi- 
cient firmness of will to express those ideas. His 
views in outline were reveutly stated in Tux Tan-

MK. ALLISON, 
of Towa, spoke on the silver side of the question. 
He framed a very severe and powerful indictment 
against the Eastern bondholders, and advocated 
the establishment of a double standard. 

Mr. Dawes replied to Allison, and repudiated 
the ideas advanced yesterday by Mr. Beck that the 
recent Democratic successes are to be attributed to 
the position of that party on finance and the tariff. 
There was an animated passage between Beck and 
Dawes, in which Dawes on a question of fact 
seemed to get the best of it. Dawes antagonized 
the bill introduced by Beck, which provides that 
customs duties may be paid in leyal-tender notes.

VALENTINE SCRIP. 

UNDBR WHICH CBRTAIN PARTIES DESIRE TO SB- 

CURE VALUABLE LANDS IN CHICAGO. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 13.—Gen. Williams, 
Commissioner of the General Land-Office, spent 
four hours to-day in listening to arguments in re- 
gard to the title to what is known as the Valentine- 
scrip land in Chicago. The arguments consisted 
mainly of law points based upon acts of Congress 
governing the surveys of public lands, decisions of 
the Supreme and Circuit Courts in cases of a simi- 
lar nature, and the scope of the power of the Land- 
Office in the premises. The history of the whole 
case, with which everybody in Chicago is familiar, 
was repeated, and several maps and plots of the

Beard, and Judge Trumbull. Mr. Elkins argued 
in favor of his client, the owner of the Valentine 
ecrip, that a special certificate of location was is- 
sued under act of Congress, approved April 5, 
1872, known as the Valentine-scrip act. On the 
13th of February, 1836, instructions were issued to 
the Deputy Surveyor to survey this identical land. 
The question arises whether or pot, under the laws 
then in existence, the Surveyor-General of Public 
Lands, finding this land unoccupied, had 
the right to survey or not. If he had the right to 
issue such instructions the patent mast be granted. 
He claimed the power of the Commissioner to 

REVISE OR CONTROL SURVEYS 
made before 1836. Talcott made the survey, and 
the Surveyor of Public Lands passed upon it. 
There is a dispute now as to whether Talcott's sur- 
vey was approved by the Register in 1836 or 1837. 
The plot reached the Register's office May 31, 1866. 
There seems to have been a township made 
in 1851. and that is the townelup plot on which 
this location was made. The Valeatine act, Mr. 
Elkins said, was 

A VERY SEARCHING ACT. 

Congress has said that whenever a man finds a 
piece of public land unoccupied he can sit down 
on it, as they say out West, and there he can sit. 
His client found this piece of land and put this 
scrip on it. 

Mr. Beard, who represented the City of Chicago, 
foligwed Elkins, and said that when the latter's 
client made his application there was no authentic 
and proper survey of this tract of land on file upon 
which the applicant could attach any right whgt- 
ever to the location. The United States made a 
valid survey in 1821. That survey 

EXTENDED TO THE LAKE. 
Both by law and by the returns of the survey itself 
he claimed that Sec. 15 is bounded by Lake 
Michigan. The field-notes and the map show this. 
The law, be said, required that the lake should be 
the east boundary of the plot. It was the duty of 
the Surveyor-General to go to the water-course 
and make that water-course the boundary of his 
survey He did sv, and the Land-Office was satis- 
fied with hie work. The survey made by Talcott 
has been rejected by the Land-Office, and tnat of - 
fice bad 
FULL AUTHORITY TO REJECT IT. 

Judge Trumbull then argued in the interest of 
the lilinois Central Railroad. He said that Val- 
entine had a claim which tue Government wanted 
to recognize in some way. so they gave him this 
ecrip. It is an entire perversion of any intention 
of Congress, or of the law. that Valentine should 
take this scrip and locate it unon land reclaimed 
and improved at an expense of $2; 000,000 or 8. 
000,000. He was authorized to locate unoccupied 
and unimproved ground. The Land Office ir. Spring- 
tield was continued for many years, simply for the 
purpose of affording a place for two gentlemen 

WHO COULD DRAW THEIR SALARIES. 

The books were stored in aloft or sometimes in 
one place and sometimes another. Noorder what- 
ever was kept. No one was ever in the office, and 
when one soughtacopy of any paper he had to 
search for it himself. it was under such circum- 
stances, when the office was in this condition, that 
the holders of the Valentine scrip appeared and 
asked to enter this land. They were given the 
certificates of entry by the Register and celver. 
which they now present bere, and ask that a patent 
ve lesued. The survey of 1821 is conclusive, aud 
that is the end of it.

SENATE. 

Wasntnoron, D. C., Dec. 13.—Mr. Cameron 
(Wis.) presented the petition of David T. Corbin, 
of South Carolina, asking that his claim to a seat 
from that State may be inquired into aud decided 
upon its merits. He moved that the petition lie 
upon the table for the present, and gave notice 
that he would call it up hereafter and move its 
reference to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 80 ordered. 

Mr. Dawes introduced a bill to authorize and 
equip an expedition to the Arctic Seas. Referred. 

Mr. Voorhees submitted the following resolu- 
tion, and gave notice that he would call it up on 
Tuesday, Jan, 15, 8, for the purpose of sub- 
mitting some rema thereon: 

Resolved, That it is the highest importance that 
the financial credit of the Government be maintained, 
aud in order te do so the Government itself, in all ite 
departments. should faith keep ail its contracts 
aud obligations ente nto with its own citizens. 

Mr. Ferry, from Committee on Post-Offices 
and Post-Roads, repprted the annual post- route 
bill with amendments. Placed on calendar. 

Mr. Davis (W. Va.) called up the resolution sub- 
mitted by him yesterday calling on the Secretary 
of War for information in regard to the organiza- 
tion, arming, and equipping of the militia of the 
several States, and it was agreed to. 

At the expiration of the morning hour, consid- 
eration was resumed of the resolution of Mr. Mat- 
thews to pay bonds in silver, and Mr. Bayard spoke 
in opposition. 

Mr. Bayard said it had been an unwise financial 
course which made euch a resolution as this possi- 
ble. He reviewed at some length the financial 
acts of United States, and argued that it had al- 
ways been attempted to keep the two metals equiv- 
alent, and when the Government in 1873 took the 
silver dollar out of ite coinage it preserved for the 
creditors the equivalent in gold. Ihe Government 
had been dealing in equivalents, and it did not in- 
tend that any derangement of value between these 
two metals should result in the profit or Joss of 
either the Governmentor those who purchased the 
bonds. Ile then referred to the preamble of the 
resolution of Mr. Matthews, reciting the various 
financial acts since 1869, and said it was not his- 
torically correct. It failed to recognize the act of 
Feb. 12, 1873, which was just as binding ag any of 
the acts mentioned. The honorable Senator 
(Matthews), to make his preamble binding, should 
have also suid in it. Aud whereas, from and 
after the act of Congregs of 1834, and until Feb. 
12, 1873, the dollar of Ant graine of standard 
silver having been found to have greater intrinsic 
value in the public market than gold dollars of 
25 8-10 grains, silver ballion ceased to be brought 
to the mints for coinage, and the silver dollar al- 
ready coined could not be retained in circuiation; 
and whereas the silver dollar of 412% grains hav- 
ing become practically obsolete, the Government 
of the United States. by act of Congress, passed 
Feb. 12, 1973. and duly approved b the President, 
abolished from its coinace the silver dollar of 412% 
grains asa unit of value, so that for nearly five 
years the same has ceased to exist.” It would be 
most 7 and for causes beyond his control 
U silver should cease to be used as a money of the 
United States; but that did not touch the question 
presented by the resolution now before the Senate, 
and he pro d to reserve his views upon that 
subject until the Silver bill should be before the 
Senate; then he would deal with it with all the 
gravity its importance demanded. 

He then argued that a change in the standards of 
the value of silver had taken place, and that silver 
to-day was worth in the markets of the world 17% 
parts to one of gold, when by our law of 1834 the 
standard was 15 98-100, or nearly 16 parts of silver 
to one of gola. What was now proposed was, that 
Congress should enact by law that which, under a 
pretext of regulating the value of the two metals 
when coined, would falsify their true value. Was 
there any piece of silver of 41244 grains of standard 
of value of the United States worth 25 8-10 
grains of goid of same standard of value? No man 
could say there was.

ment use its law-making power to pro- 
duce advantage in its own favor? No 
Government on the face of the earth could 


He might safely appeal 
to the recy lection of every man within the sound 
of his voice who, unless he has n connected 
with a mint, could ever remember of having ten 
silver dollars in his hands. From 1834 to 1873 
there were practically no silver dollars in circula- 
tion in this country of 412% grains. From 1792 
to 1877 there was coined at the mintsof the United 
States $083,15¥,695 in gold. During the same 
time there was coined in silver $154. 290, 941. 
Who could say in the face of this fact that the 

ople of this country during their specie-paying 
imes ever lived under a silver currency. Even our 
silver half-dollars would have taken flight had it 
not been arrested by Congress in 1853, by debasing 
them, and since that time no two half-dollars 
coined were equal to a silver dollar. Since the 
creation of a funded debt by the United States 


not one cent of silver had ever been 
paid upon it for either principal or 
interest. Who could furnish a quotation 


of a United States bond in silver money in any 
market of the world? In the great events transpir- 
ing in the great family of nations, while these im- 
portant problems of single or double standard were 
being considered by other nations, the United 
States had been kept away from the Council board, 
and this nation was therefore in a position to profit 
by the experience of others. 

In conclusion, Mr. Bayard urged a watchful re- 
gard over the interests of the people and honor of 
the nation. 

Mr. Allison submitted the following amendment 
to the Silver bill recently reported from the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and now upon the calendar: 

Sec. 2. That immediately after the passage of this 
act the President shall invite the Governments of coun- 
tries comprising the Latin Union, so-called. and of 
such other European nations as he may deem advisable, 
to join the United States in a conference to adopts’ com- 
mon ratio of legal-tender as between gold and silver, 
for the purpose of establishing internationally the use 
of bi-metallic money, and securing a ftixity of relative 
value between those metals, such conference to be held 
in Europe or in the United States at such time within 
six months as may be mutually agreed upon by the 
Executives of the Governments Joining in the same. 
Whenever the Governments so invited, or any three oi 
them. shall signify their willingness to — lu the 
same, the resident sh by and with the 
advice and consent of the nate, appoint three 
Commissioners, who shall attend such confercnce 
in behalf of the United States, and shail report the 
doings thereof to the President, who shal! transmit the 
same to Congress. Said Commissioners shall each re- 
ceive the sum of $2,500 and their reasonable expenses. 
to be approved by the Secretary of State, and the 
amount necessary to pay such ey and ex- 

nses is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
Treagury not otherwise appropriated. 

Ordered printed. 

Mr. Hill spoke in opposition to the resolution. 
He said the question presented by resolution was 
one of law. he Refunding act of 1870 declared 
the bonds to be redeemabie in coin of the then 
present standard value. That is, when the bonds 
became due they would be payable in what- 
ever might then be the coin of the United States, 
but that coin must be of standard value of 1870. 
Should the coin of the United States then be silver. 
the bonds would be payable in silver of the etand- 
ard value of 1870. The whole thing depended 
upon the Coinage law which might prevail in the 
United States at the maturity of tue bonds. 

Mr. Matthews said, sapposing that on the day of 
the passage of the act of 1870 the gold dollar con- 
tained 25 8-10 grains, how many grains of gold 
must the dollar contain to pay the bond when 
it matured should gold then be the coin of the 
country! 

Mr. Hill—Twenty-five and eighi-tenths grains, 
of course. That isa simple gnestion, 

Mr. Matthews —Then if silver should be the coin, 
how manv grains must be in the dollar? 

Mr. Hill—Four hundred and twelve and a half, of 
course. 

Mr. Matthews — Then what objection is there to 
making silver a coin? 

Mr. Hill replied that he was not willing to say 
now what should be the coin thirty vears hence. 
With all due respect to the siatosinen to-day he 
thonght this work Congress was now engaged in 
was mere child play. ‘his Congress bad no rignt 
to say what should be the coin of the country thirty 
years from now. Congress wae now cndeavoring 
to settle in advance what kind of coin the country 
should have thirty years from this time, which was 
a great mistake. The Congress which shonld be 
in session then could settle that question. Changes 
in the standard of value might be made from time 
totime, but the creditor was protected. no matter 
what changes might be made, If this nation chose 
to dievrace itself it could do so., He could 
not vote for the resolution, because it asked him 
to declare that the bonds were redeemable in siiver, 
but in truth they were redeemsvle in whatever 
might be the coin at their maturity. Should siiver 
be the coin they were redcemable in that coin. 

Mr. Allison said he regretted excecdingly that 
the Senator from Obio (Matthews) had thought 
proper to antagonize bis resolution to what he con- 
ceived to be the main question before the Senate, 
namely. What ehall be done with the silver? Un- 
lers silver should take its plate as money the 
bonds of the United States must be paid in gold. 
All arguments taue far against the resolution of the 
Senator from Ohio were based upon the idea that it 
was the intention of the Senate and country to pay 
the bonds in a coin of less value intrinsically n 
the gold coin. The argument of the Senator from 
Delaware (Bayard) was based wholly upon the idea 


that if we restored the silver dollar of 412% grains 
it would not be — in value to the gold coin now 
in circulation. t Senator (Bayara) asked the

He believed that with 
proper limitations and the remonetization of the 
silver dollar, siiver could be maintained at par with 
gold at the ratio of 156%tol. The remonctization 
of the «silver dollar with the proper restrictions 
would have the effect of making silver equal

The vote was then taken upon the majority reso- 
lution declaring Patterson entitled to the seat, and 
it was agreed to—yeas, 116; nays, 110. 

Patterson was then sworn in as the Representa- 
tive of the State of Colorado.

Santa Monica, Dec. 4.—1 had just composed 
myself for a final nap this morning when there 
came a tremendous thumping at my door, which 
brought me to a perpendicular quicker than 1 
can telt u. The first thought which flashed 
through my mind was that the kicking mule 
the boys were plaguing in the alley last night 
had somchow found his way to my room and 
Was trying to batter my door duwn. 

But no, it was the gentle tap (!) of the bell- 
boy of the period, who came to inform me my 
genial friend Mr. E. S. Parker was waitiug out- 
side to give me aa early morning drive, aud 
would I have coffee and a doughnut before 
starting?!

Looking back, I discovered we had made two- 
thirds of the arc of a horse-shoe (if I may be 
allowed that 241 for such is the shape 
of the shore, and Santa Monica was just visible 
apparently across the bay. Returning, I had 
more leisure to examine the natural floral 
adornment of the coast and mountain-sides, 
back of the town.

under the cliff ‘opposite Ocean avenue and the 
hotel, which is reached by a flight of steps. Here 
is a large structure,—large in area, 1 mean,— 
where one may have, to his pleasure, fresh or 
salt-water tub-baths, hot or cold, steam-baths, 
swimming-baths, or shower-baths, and I know 
not how many other kinds. Itis said to be the 
finest bathing-house on the coast, and I think. 
the claim well founded, for those of other re- 
sorts I have visited are primitive affairs, while 
this, 1 dare say, is not excelled atany Atlantic 
watering-place. There are a score or more of 
rooms, sO arranged as to be thrown together if 
desired in suites of two, three, and four. The 
appliances of the bath are all A No. 1, and the 
service first-class. Strung along the shore are 
the numerous dressing-rooms usually seen at 
seaside bathing resorts, and many of these 
were occupied this morning by early bathers 
who had come down to enjoy a plunge in the 
surf before breakfast.

. A WEAKNESS FOR SALT WATER 
and a fondness for early bathing when I chance 
to be up in time. So I took a tumble among the 
breakers with the rest for halt an hour, and 
went up to the Santa Monica Hotel with an ap- 
petite flattering to the cuisine. 

And here let me say a word for the hotel. {t 
is a good-sized two-story structure, built in villa 
style, surrounded by verandas, with vines 
clambering all over them, aud flanked with 
beautiful flower-gardens, which are in bloom 
every month in the twelve. It faces Ocean 
avenue, 200 feet broad,—a beautiful broad bou- 
levard, level asa floor, ana hard as the most 
perfectly macadamized road in the world. ‘It is 
not more than 400 feet from the bath-house 
and commands a grand view of the bay and 
ocean beyond, as well as the whole surrounding 
country. So much for its exterior. Interiorily 
it is one of the best hotels on the coast. 
Messrs. M. D. Johnson & Co. are experienced 
hotel men, and ‘know how to run a good hotel 
with moderate charges, aud send their guests 
away satisfied. 

While discussing the delicious mutton-chops 
(California mutton, next to that of old Kugland, 
is the best in the world) and coffee, I will take 
time to remark that 

THE Bar 

of Santa Monica—protected from the broad 
sweep of the ocean by the headlands of Point 
Vincent and Point Dume aad a string of 
islands to the seaward, apparently placed 
there for the especial purpose of breaking the 
winds and waves—is never troubled with heavy 
weather, and is never so rough or sv cold but 
that one may bathe with safety aud pleasure 
any month in the year. The chief glory of 
Santa Monica is the wonderful equability of the 
temperature of air and water oughout the 
year, and one year after another, the general 
mean 17 degrees and a fraction. The 
beach, as I before stated, is gravelly and gradu- 
ally sloping. For bathing purposes it is perfect. 
There is nove of that undertow to the surf 
which makes sea-bathing at some places dau- 
gerous. Sharks and the bothersome stingerees 
that sometimes visit San Diego waters are never 
seen here. 

Although 

BUT TWO YEARS OLD, 
reckoning since the first improvements looking 
toward the utilization of Santa Monica as a sum- 
mer resort, the village has a population of over 
800 permanent. Its transient population varies. 
Sometimes it doubles and sometimes quad- 
ruples its permanent citizenship. Last sum- 
wer, | am told, its generous hospitality was un- 
able to give a roof to all who came. After all 
its hotels and bouses had been filled, a large 
number—at one time amounting to over 1,200 
persous—camped under tents at the mouth of 
Santa Monica canyon, just north of town.

ANNUAL MEETINGS. 
PROTESTANT ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

The twenty-eighth annual meeting of the Board 

Directresses and Trustees and friends of the 
Protestant Orphan Asylum was held at the Asy- 
lum, Michigan avenue, between Twenty-second 
and Twenty-third streets, last evening. The at- 
tendance was large. 

The first business was the reading of the report 
of the Secretary and Treasurer. It showed that 
the collections for the benefit of, the institution 
had been $2, 633.76, —an increase over the former 


year of $69.80,—and that the cash receipts from 
all sources was $10,006. 28, and the cash disburse- 
ments $10, 066. 50. 

The Physician's report was next read, which 
showed the institution to be in a ;zood sanitary 
condition. The total number of deaths had been 
eighteen. ; 

he Solicitor’s report showed that she had col- 
lected in cash $2,731.09, and that donations other 
tnan cash had been secured valued at $1,937.61. 
Her expenses had been $97.33, and she had trav- 
eled by rail 9,374 miles and by wagon 277 miles. 

The report of the Recording Secretary, Mrs. N. 
T. Gassette, was next read. It showed that at the 
close of the last year the institution contained 110 
children; that 173 had been received during tne year ; 
and 140 provided with comfortable homes. The 
average number of inmates had been 113.

Washingtonian Home were heid last evening in 
the chapel of that institution in the presence of a 
large and fine audience, composed about equally 
of both sexes. Among the number were many 
prominent citizens. The chapel was tastefully 
decorated with flowers and evergreens, and hung 
with appropriate mottoes. the handiwork of the 
Ladies’ Committee. On the platform were th 
President, Dr. N. 8. Davis, the Rev. Dr. H. W. 
Thomas, and Supt. Wilkins. 

The object of the meeting was stated by the 
President, and the Rev. Dr. Thomas opened the 
exercises with prayer. A poem was read by E. P. 
Nowell, Bseq., and an address of a humorous 
character was delivered by A. W. Green, Esq. 

The Secretary of the Board of Directors, Henry 
C. Motey, read letters of regret from a number of 
former members of the Home. All of them were 
commendatory of the institution, and the writers 
expressed regret at their inability to attend the an- 
niversary excfcises. ‘The Rt.-Rev. Bishop Me- 
Laren, the Rev. C. A. Fowle, Duane Doty, and 
Dr. Carrnthers, Superintendent of the Walnut Hill 
Inebriate Asylum, also sent letters regretting their 
inability to be present. The following report was

87. 507. 90. The report also contained items re- 
garding the ages, occupations, and social condition 
of the inmates.

Henry How- 
land, A. H. Benson, John Collier, Dr. Robert 
Gibson, Charles H. Keyes, Hugh J. McGuire, W.
